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ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wednes- 
day of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state, May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following:"Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be desired by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this organization shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 


ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in Con- 
necticut; and to act as agent of the Baptist churches and people of the state in ad- 
vancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, particularly in promoting the mis- 
sionary, educational and philanthropic interests of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual session being entitled to representation by its pastor and 
by one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a hundred resident members 
and for each church school connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall 
have more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Section 2. All members of the National boards and officers of the Northern 
Baptist Convention residing within the state, officers of this Convention, members of 
its Board of Managers, and members of all committees appointed in accordance with 
the Constitution and By-Laws; and Officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, the Connecticut Baptist Education Society, the Connecticut Baptist 
Men’s Council and the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship shall be delegates, ex- 
officio, to the sessions of this Convention, having all the privileges usually accorded to 
such delegates. 


ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President,, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
bank, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the Executive Secretary of the Con- 
vention. 

Section 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer, shall be elected by ballot at 
the annual session and shall serve from the close of the annual session at which they 
are elected until the close of the next annual session or until their successors have 
been chosen. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. The duties of the officers shall be such as in common practice per- 
tain to their respective offices. 
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Section 4. In the event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, 
the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also becomes vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall 
elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal of an 
officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers, consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President and the Second Vice-President of the Convention, and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual session of the Convention 
for terms of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of the elective 
members shall expire each year. 

Section 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Man- 
agers for terms of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the former 
Constitution, and for terms of two years these trustees who have two years to serve 
under the former Constitution; and, in addition to these, the Convention at the annual 
session at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members for terms of 
three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen members, not including 
such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occuring from other causes than the expiration 
of terms, shall be elected at each annual session for terms of three years. 

Section 3. The Treasurer, when a person, the President and Vice-President of 
the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the Presidents of the Connec- 
ticut Baptist Mens’ Council, the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship and the Con- 
necticut Baptist Education Society, and such representatives of national societies of the 
Northern Baptist Convention as shall be appointed by them to serve on the Committee 
on Promotion shall be, ex officio, members of the Board. 

Section 4. The elective membership of the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between ministers, laymen and women. 

Section 5. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the authority of 
the Convention when the later is not in session. 

Section 6. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by By-Laws 
adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be amended by a two-third vote of all the delegates 
present at any session of the Convention, after at least three months notice in writing 
to the clerks of the churches entitled to representation by delegates. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual session of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Wednesday in October, at 7:30 p. m. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, at the direction of 
the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any number 
shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Section 4. The annual session shall be under the control of the Program Com- 
mittee, which shall have power to make arrangements for speakers, excepting the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to speakers as the differernt 
departments of the work may require, subject to the approval of the Convention. 

Section 5. The proceedings of all meetings shall be regulated by the accepted 
rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Section 6. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be from May 1 to April 30. 

ARTICLE n. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following Standing Committees shall be appointed each year 
to report at the next annual session: 

A. Committee on Place and Preacher for the next session, consisting of five 
members. 

B. Program Committee for the next session, consisting of seven, or more, 
members, including the Presidents of the Convention, the Woman’s Baptist Mission 
Society of Connecticut, the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council and the Connecticut 
Baptist Youth Fellowship, the Executive Secretary of the Convention and the pastor 
of the entertaining church. 

C. Committee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and Members of the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each Association, elected by the 
Association (at their annual meetings) . The member from the Association in which 
the annual session of the Convention is to be held shall be Chairman. Vacancies on 
the committee shall be filled by appointment by the President of the Convention. 

D. Committee on Enrollment for the next session, consisting of three members. 

E. Obituary Committee, consisting of a member from each Association. 

F. Committee on Resolutions, consisting of six, or more, members represent- 
ing all the Associations. 

Section 2. AH committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by the 
President, who shall be a member, ex officio, of all committees. 

ARTICLE III. STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council, consisting of nine mem- 
bers appointed by the President of the Convention for three years and, so far as prac- 
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ticable, represenring all the associations, and so constituted that the terms of its 
members shall expire yearly. Three members of the Council shall be laymen, and the 
Executive Secretary of the Convention shall be, ex officio, a member. The Chairman 
of the Council shall be named annually by the President of the Convention. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the State Permanent Council to act in ad- 
visory capacity to churches, pastors and associational councils. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates required to 
represent the Convention in the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Educa- 
tion, and those delegates shall constitute the Committee of the Convention on matters 
relating to cooperation with that organization. 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, 
as follows: One within a month after the adjournment of the annual session of the 
Convention; one on a date in April or May, determined by itself; and one on the 
opening day of the next annual session of the Convention. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and 
shall be called by him upon a request in writing by five members of the Board. 

Section 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, 
unless appropriate excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating 
a vacancy. Removal of a member from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 
The Board shall have power to fill vacancies occuring in its membership between an- 
nual sessions of the Convention. 

Section 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his 
absence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of the President and 
the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of 
the three, the Recording Secretary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall 
choose a chairman, pro tempore. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its 
proceedings. 

ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Conven- 
tion between sessions and have supervision of all the work of the Convention. It shall 
have power to appoint an Executive Secretary; a Director of Christian Education, a 
Treasurer, who may be either a person or a bank of approved standing; Auditors to 
examine and certify the accounts of all financial officers; and such other agents as may 
be needed properly to conduct the work of the Convention, fixing the salaries of the 
same and requiring bond of all handling money. It shall make all appropriations for 
the aid of churches and payment of the salaries of missionaries and other workers, in 
accordance with the rules laid down in these By-Laws. 
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Section 2. Authority in all financial and business matters shall rest with the 
Board, including the investment of funds, the raising and spending of money for the 
work of the Convention, and the preparation and supervision of an annual budget 
providing for the work of all departments. 

Section 3. The Board shall act as agent of the Council on Finance and Pro- 
motion of The Northern Baptist Convention for raising and remitting money in this 
state for the Unified Budget of the Northern Baptist Convention, on terms to be 
mutually arranged. 

Section 4. The Board shall cooperate, on such terms as shall be mutually ac- 
ceptable, with other denominational boards desiring to undertake work in this state. 

Section 5. At its first meeting after the annual session of the Convention, the 
Board shall appoint the following Standing Committees, a majority of whose members 
shall be from the Board. 

(1) Finance Committee, consisting of six members and the President. 

(2) Committee on Christian Education, consisting of not fewer than seven 
members. 

(3) Publicity Committee, consisting of not fewer than five members. 

(4) Committee on Bilingual Work, consisting of five, or more, members. 

(5) Committee on Aided Churches, consisting, so far as practicable, of one 
member from each association. 

(6) Committee on Town and Country work consisting as far as practicable of 
one member from each Association. 

(7) Committee on Evangelism, consisting, so far as practicable, of one member 
from each association. 

(8) Committee on Social Action, consisting of five, or more, members. 

(9) Committee on Stewardship, consisting of five or more members. 

(10) Committee on Promotion, consisting of nine, or more, members. In addi- 
tion, the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut and the national societies 
of The Northern Baptist Convention each shall have the right to appoint one mem- 
ber, who shall be, ex-officio, a member of the Board of Managers. 

(11) Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than seventeen (17) mem- 
bers, including the President, who shall be Chairman, the First and Second Vice-Pre- 
sidents, the Chairmen of the Standing Committees of the Board and, ex-officio, the 
President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. 

Section 6. A report of its transactions shall be made by the Board annually 
to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES 
OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Finance Committee 

(1) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling of all 
monies of the Convention and the investing of trust funds, subject to the approval of 
the Board of Managers. The Chairman shall countersign all orders on the Treasurer 
drawn by the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, upon authorization by 
the Board of its Executive Committee. 

(2) The Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Convention to be 
loaned to any officer, legal adviser, member of the Board of Managers, or any cor- 
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poration or business enterprise in which any of them is personally interested; or per- 
mit the use or handling of the permanent funds belonging to the Convention in any 
way except as authorized by the Board of Managers. 

(3) The Committee shall see that all financial agents of the Convention make 
their reports covering the same period. 

(4) The Committee shall keep accurate minutes of its business and report its 
transactions to the Board of Managers, ^nd make such reports as may be requested 
to the Convention, in conjunction with the Treasurer’s statements. 

Section 2. Committee on Christian Education 

(1) The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of Christian 
education in its different phases, including church school and young people’s activities, 
teacher-training, church vacation schools, and all other lines of instruction and study 
included in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian education for the local 
church. 

(2) The Committee shall maintain close cooperation with The American Bap- 
tist Publication Society and the Council on Christian Education of the Northern 
Baptist Convention in order to participate in the development of the denomination’s 
work of Christian education. 

(3) The Committee shall approve all Christian education programs before they 
may be promoted in the state in the name of the Convention. 

(4) The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual session. 

Section 3. Publicity Committee 

The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication of THE CON- 
•NBCTICUT BAPTIST, appointing a Business Manager and cooperating with him 
or her in circulating this journal as widely as possible. It shall undertake also the 
distribution of such literature as will acquaint the churches with the work and needs 
of the Convention. 

Section 4. Committee on Bilingual Work 

The Committee on Bilingual Work shall have charge of the work conducted 
by the Convention with foreign peoples, cooperating with the Executive Secretary in 
promoting the interests of this department and reporting to the Convention through 
the Executive Secretary. 

Section 5. Committee on Aided Churches 

The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the work of the Con- 
vention in aided English-speaking churches, cooperating with the Executive Secretary 
in promoting the interests of this department and reporting to the Convention through 
the Executive Secretary. 

Section 6. Committee on Town and Country Work 

The Committee on Town and Country Work shall advise with the Director of 
that Department on all matters pertaining to the welfare of churches in town and rural 
communities. It shall investigate possibilities for new work, assist in promoting new 
projects and stimulate the total program of the Convention among the town and country 
churches. 

Section 7. Committee on Evangelism 

The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium through which the 
Convention shall cooperate with the churches in promoting evangelism with the state. 
It shall seek particularly to lead in evangelistic endeavor in the churches aided by the 
Convention, reporting to the Convention at the annual session.

Section 8. Committee on Social Action 

The Committee on Social Action shall represent the Convention, subject to the 
direction of the Board of Managers, in measures of cooperation with social agencies 
and the social action departments of other religious organizations; and, from time to 
time, shall bring to the attention of the Convention causes meriting consideration. 

t 

Section 9. The Committee on Stewardship 

(1) The Committee on Stewardship shall serve as the means through which the 
Convention shall promote the idea of Christian Stewardship (among the churches of 
the Convention) as "the practise of systematic and proportionate giving of time, abil- 
ities and material possession, based on the conviction that these are a trust from God 
to be used in His service and for the benefit of all mankind.” 

(2) The Committee shall maintain a close cooperation with the Department of 
Stewardship of the Council on Finance and Promotion of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention for the purpose of using the many resources of literature, drama, visual aids 
and publicity which are at our disposal. 

(3) The Committee shall cooperate with the Committees of Promotion and 
Publicity whenever the need becomes necessary that, in the work of our Convention, we 
may practice Christian stewardship. 


Section 10. The Committee on Promotion 

The Committee on Promotion, subject to the authority of the Board of Man- 
agers, shall direct the cooperative relationship of the Convention with the Council on 
Finance and Promotion of the Northern Baptist Convention and all work arising there- 
from commonly embraced under the head of promotion, according to the terms of 
agreement with The Council on Finance and Promotion, rendering annually to the 
Convention and the Council such reports as may be required. 


Section 11. The Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee shall meet twice yearly, in December or January, and 
in June or July, and shall hold special meetings, whenever necessary, at the call of the 
President. It shall transact all business arising between meetings of the Board of 
Managers and pass on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the 
Board; provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the committee shall 
remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of the Board of Managers, un- 
less approved by the Board, except in matters which have been referred to it with 
power. It shall make a full report of all transactions to the Board of Managers. Seven 
(7) members shall constitute a quorum. 

All Standing Committees named in this Article shall keep accurate 
and complete records of their proceedings in permanent form and make reportss to the 
Board of Managers when necessary. 
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ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Executive Secretary 

(1) The Executive Secretary shall supervise the entire work of the Convention, 
under the authority of the Board of Managers and its Executive Committee. He 
shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, to 
advise concerning the work, but shall not have the right to vote. 

(2) It shall be his duty to visit, counsel and encourage the churches, particu- 
larly those aided by the Convention, as there shall be opportunity, and to seek to lead 
them into increasing participation in the work of the denomination. 

(3) He may not pledge financial aid to churches or missionaries, except as 
authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee; provided, however, 
that with the consent of the Chairman of the Finance Committee, he may in emer- 
gencies expend not more than one hundred ($100) dollars in any one month for supply 
preachers for needy pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in 
such churches. 

(4) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board of 
Managers and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of publishing The Con- 
necticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Director of Christian Education 

The Director of Christian Education, under the direction of the Executive 
Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Committee on Christian Education, 
shall have charge of the work of Christian education. He shall report annually to the 
Convention. 

Section 3. T reasurer 

(1) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both 
invested and current, receiving and disbursing or investing the same as directed by the 
Finance Committee, keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the Convention, 
and reporting and accounting to the Convention annually, and quarterly, if directed by 
the Finance Committee. 

(2) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order 
from the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, countersigned by the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. 

(3) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum as 
the Finance Committee may require. 

Section 4. Auditor 

The auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention 
annually at the end of each fiscal year and report to the Convention through the 
Finance Committee, or quarterly, if the Committee shall require. 
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ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

(1) All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly reports 
to the Board through the Executive Secretary. All appropriations to churches shall 
be made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the report of 
the churches has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first 
weeks in October, January, April, and July. 

(2) Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches only 
when such churches have settled pastors, when they shall have made, within the year 
preceding, a contribution toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board of Managers that their methods 
of raising funds are systematic and adapted to obtaining the largest possible support 
from their local constituencies. 

(3) No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment of 
the Board of Managers the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of such 
aid. It is, therefore, required that any church without a pastor applying for aid shall 
confer with the Executive Secretary or the Committee on Aided Churches before the 
choice and settlement of a pastor. 

(4) No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the erection of 
any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Board of Managers shall 
have been obtained; and in all cases where such appropriations amount to $500, or 
more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust 
of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board 
of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, may be changed or addition made thereto at any session of the 
Convention by a majority vote. Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the 
Treasurer and of the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote of all the 
members present at any session of the Convention, after at least three months notice 
in writing to the clerks of all churches entitled to representation by delegates. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of this organization should appear as "The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention.” The Executive Secretary of the Convention will 
advise persons wishing to make bequests for the use of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purpose of any particular object. Gifts of money 
ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be accepted and interest according 
to the established annuity rates paid to the donor during life. This plan has the ad- 
vantage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor for life, while 
assuring the Convention of the entire amount of money desired to be given at the 
death of the donor, without any deduction for the settlement of the estate. The 
Executive Secrtary will furnish full information upon request.

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MINUTES OF THE 124th ANNUAL MEETING 

of the 

Connecticut Baptist Convention 
First Church, New Britain 

Wednesday, Thursday, Friday, October 15, 16, 17, 1947 

At 7:30 Wednesday night President A. D. Pierce called the Convention to order 
and Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper, Director of Town and Country Work, led the congrega- 
tion in singing the Convention Hymn: "Publish Glad Tidings.” Prayer was offered 
by Rev. William H. Talbot, recently come to the Jewett City and Voluntown pastorate. 
The delegates and guests expected to hear the keynote address from the lips of Dr. W. 
B. Lipphard, Editor of Missions. Illness prevented Dr. Lipphard’s being present and 
Dr. Stanley I. Stuber was presented in his stead. As Director of Public Relations of 
the Northern Baptist Convention and Director of European Relief, Dr. Stuber toured 
Europe this past summer with President Dahlberg and was fully qualified to speak 
on the assigned subject: "The World Fellowship of Baptists.” 

An offering amounting to $39.60 was received. Rev. Victor F. Scalise was 
presented in the first of his series of four devotional addresses. Fittingly he closed the 
first session of the convention with a deeply spiritual message on the subject, "Peace 
For Troubled Minds.” 

Thursday morning, October 16 

A gorgeous morning and Standard Time were contributing factors in producing 
a surprisingly large congregation for the opening moments of the morning session. Mr. 
Cooper led in singing "Love Divine, All Loves Excelling” and Rev. Lincoln H. Barr 
of Stonington, First Church, offered the prayer. Necessary announcements and a gracious 
welcome to all delegates and guests was given by Mr. Foreman. Rev. Daniel G. Rider, 
First Church, West Hartford, presented the program with certain changes and moved 
its acceptance. It was so voted. 

Dr. Terrell called the roll of new pastors and invited those present to come for- 
ward for presentation to the president of the Convention. Mr. Pierce extended the 
official welcome and Dr. Merle H. Mason, First Church, New London, responded for 
the group. 

At the appointed hour of 10:45, Vice-President Dr. Charles F. Banning, Central 
Church, Norwich, took the chair and Mr. Pierce gave his annual address. 

Mr. Pierce reviewed the splendid achievements of the past year and, as state 
chairman of the World Mission Crusade, expressed his appreciation for the loyal co- 
operation of all those who assisted him in carrying the Crusade through to a glorious 


success. 
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Turning then to his topic Mr. Pierce called on his hearers to face some of the 
issues now before us. Among the things facing us he enumerated the following ( ) 
A world that has lost its balance. (2) A world that is hungry and destitute. (3) A 
world struggling toward peace. (4) A world that wants something for nothing (5) 
A world in the throes of crime. (6) A world that has pushed God aside. (7) We 
face difficult local problems in our churches. Chief among these needs is spint-ffflcd 
and qualified leadership. Mr. Pierce then turned to the serious prob em of the high 
cost of living and urged increase of salary for the ministers and a more devoted allegiance 
to our Unified Budget goal which this year is one hundred forty-five thousand do ars. 

An offering amounting to $41.25 was received. 


Rev Major L. Johnson was presented and, following the reading of the scripture 
and a prayer, he preached the Convention sermon from Hebrews 4:16, "The Throne 
of Grace.” It was a model of simplicity in interpretation, generously illustrated out 
of the life and spiritual pilgrimage of the preacher. 


At the conclusion of his sermon Mr. Johnson offered the benediction. 


The Noon Luncheon 

It appeared as if almost the entire congregation moved downstairs to the dining 
room where a buffet luncheon was served. 


Thursday Afternoon 

The Convention hymn was led by Mr. Cooper as the afternoon session got under 
way at 2:00 o’clock. Rev. August Lutz, pastor, Liberty Street Church, Meriden, offered 

the prayer. 

At 2:15, President Pierce presented Dr. Terrell, Executive Secretary and Director 
of Promotion of the Convention who, in turn, presented his colleagues and co-workers 
in the State Office, Rev. Edwin H. Tuller, Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper, Miss Justine E. 
Perkins, Miss Dorothy A. Dreher and Miss Fay E. Bigwood. Dr. Terrell commented 
briefly on the printed report which he was presenting on behalf of the Board of Man- 
agers and called on Mr. Tuller and Mr. Cooper to present their parts of the total 
report. At the same time Mr. Foreman, Chairman of the Committee on Christian 
Education and Dr. Frank M. Swaffield, Chairman of the Town and Country Com- 
mittee, moved the acceptance of their reports. Miss Fay Bigwood was introduced by 
Mr. Tuller who explained her work and program in Evangelism. Mr. Philip H. Gra- 
ham, as representative of the Hartford National Bank and Trust Co., gave the report 
of the treasurer. The report in printed form was distributed and the delegates followed 
Mr. Graham’s interpretation of the accounts and schedules. It showed a balance on 
hand, April 30, 1947, of $12,777.72. The Convention operated within its budget by 
$888.63. The report was adopted. At the suggestion of the chairman of the Program 
committee the evangelism period was deferred to the supper hour and the Convention 
went into business session for the consideration of important business. 
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Mr. Foreman reviewed the plans previously discussed in the Pastors’ Conference 
concerning the participation of the Convention in the raising of necessary funds to 
assist in the rehabilitation of the Suffield Academy property. Following a period of 
friendly discussion the following motion made by Mr. Foreman was voted without 
dissent. "Moved that the Convention approve the action of the Executive Committee 
to undertake in cooperation with the Board of Trustees of Suffield Academy the raising 
of $35,000 from Connecticut Baptists, the details of the effort to be worked out in 
joint cooperation between the Trustees of the Academy and the Board of Managers 
of the State Convention.” 

Rev. R. LaRue Cober of the First Church, New Haven, presented a resolution 
sent up from the recent session of the New Haven Association. The resolution called 
attention to the inadequate facilities for carrying on our summer camping and con- 
ference programs and requested that the Convention take steps looking toward the 
procurement of a camp site. Rev. J. N. Zeigler, pastor Community Church, Norwalk 
moved: "That the resolution be referred to the Board of Managers with instructions 
to work out plans and execute them as far as possible that such a camp become a 
reality.” It was so voted.

Dr. Frank M. Swaffield, Calvary Church, New Haven presented a second 
resolution from the New Haven Association: "Resolved that the President of the Con- 
vention appoint a committee made up of one person from each association plus the 
President and the Executive Secretary to explore the wisdom of creating a home for the 
aged.” The proposal and the resolution were unanimously adopted. Rev. Mr. Osberg 
of the American Bible Society was presented to the Convention. He spoke brieflly. 
Mr. Cooper led the Convention in singing several of the great old hymns. 

Th afternoon offering amounted to $28.89. 

“Comfort For Broken Hearts” was the subject of Mr. Scalise’s meditation. It 
deeply moved the congregation. He closed the afternoon session with the benediction. 

The All-Convention Dinner, 5:30 

The All-Convention Dinner has bcome the high spot of the annual meeting in 
point of fellowship. Dr. Charles F. Banning, first vice-president of the Convention 
was toastmaster. He called attention to the fact that again this year we were sharing 
the fruits of the generosity of the Convention President, Mr. Amasa D. Pierce. For 
several years Mr. Pierce has provided the turkeys for the All-Convention Dinner and 
always so generously that the ministers are amply served at their luncheon the follow- 
ing noon, Friday. 

Several guests were presented by Dr. Banning during the dinner and at the 
close Dr. Sidney W. Powell, pastor, First Church, St. Paul and pastor-elect of Tremont 
Temple, Boston, gave a stirring address on Evangelism. Two hundred and seventeen 
were served at the dinner. 
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Thursday Evening 

The sanctuary filled rapidly, due in part, perhaps to the announcement that 
the choir of The New Britain Teachers’ College would be presented on the evening 
program. 

Mrs. Frances Beach Carlson was at the console of the organ and Mr. Cooper 
directed the singing as the Convention sang the opening hymn, "All Hail the Power 
of Jesus’ Name.” Dr. Merle H. Mason, First Church of New London, led in prayer. 
Rev. Major L. Johnson, Chairman of the Convention Committee on Evangelism gave 
his report which had been distributed to the delegates. 

The speaker of the evening was Dr. E. G. Homrighausen, Head of the Depart- 
ment of Christian Education at Princeton Theological Seminary, chairman of the Com- 
mission on Evangelism of the Federal Council of Churches and author of the popular 
book on Evangelism, "Choose Ye This Day.” Dr. Homrighausen, with crystal clear 
insight, presented the What, Why and How of Evangelism.” When he had concluded 
his message the congregation united with prayerful enthusiasm in singing, "Come, Thou 
Font of Every Blessing.” 

The offering amounted to $52.74. 


Friday Morning 

"Come Thou, Almighty King” was the hymn that united the hearts and voices 
of the Convention as the delegates assembled at ten o’clock. Rev. Edward Hanson, 
new pastor, Groton Heights Church, offered prayer. The Convention went immediately 
into business session to hear reports of appointive committees and reports from the com- 
mittees of the Board. Rev. Walter H. Loomis, pastor First Church, Norwich, reported 
as chairman of the Committee on Place and Preacher. The Convention accepted the 
report of the committee bringing the cordial invitation of the Asylum Avenue Church, 
Hartford, to meet there next year. Rev. James N. Zeigler, Norwalk was named Con- 
vention preacher with Rev. Herbert M. Hainer, Winsted, as alternate. The date as 
fixed by the By-laws of the Convention will be October 20, 21, 22, 1948. 

The Resolutions Committee, Rev. Glenn H. Asquith, Asylum Avenue, Hartford, 
Chairman, had placed in the hands of the delegates the resolutions for their action. 
They were accepted with the addition of one which expressed to the New Britain Herald 
our thanks for that paper’s splendid coverage of the Convention. 

Rev. W. Glen Roberts, Executive Secretary, Connecticut Council of Churches, 
was introduced and spoke briefly at the time of the presentation of the committee on 
Convention-Council Relationships. The report was given by Rev. T. N. Johnson, 
First Church, Stratford. It was adopted with certain amendments. 

Rev. Major L. Johnson, chairman of the State Permanent Council had prepared 
his report for distribution. On motion it was received.

Pierce Re-elected President 

The Convention stood and applauded with smiling satisfaction the election of 
Mr. Amasa D. Pierce of Brooklyn to succeed himself as President of the Convention. 
Mr. Pierce was named first to the office in 1944. 


Dr. Charles F. Banning and Mrs. LeRoy M. Bennett were also renamed as first 
vice-president and second vice-president, respectively. The Convention took due cogni- 
zance of the fact that retirement and removal from the state had made deep inroads 
on the constituency of the Board of Managers. In the class of 1947, Mrs. Edwin R. 
Hitchcock had declined renomination and Rev. E. M. Conway automatically retired 
from the Board when he removed from Wallingford to make his home in Providence, 
Rhode Island. Rev. Louis J. Shepler of Mystic Union also declined re-nomination. In 
their places the following were elefcted: Mr. John Luebeck in place of Mrs. Hitchcock; 
Dr. Merle H. Mason in place of Mr. Conway and Mrs. F. L. Kanahan in place of 
Mr. Shepler. All other members of the 1947 class were re-elected for the term ex- 
piring October 1950. 


The Convention also filled the following vacancies on the Board: Class of 1948, 
Deacon W. j. Trevithick (deceased) , Merle H. Hopkins; Dr. Ronald V. Wells (re- 
moved from state), Rev. William Millar; Dr. John M. McLean (removed from state), 
Rev. R. LaRue Cober; Class of 1949, Dr. E. Scott Farley (removed from state) , Rev. 
Glenn H. Asquith. 

Mrs. LeRoy M. Bennett, second vice-president, took the chair at 10:30 and in 
a gracious word turned the chair over to Mrs. Pierce, President of the Woman’s Mis- 
sion Society. Mrs. Pierce made a brief report and invited the Convention to share 
completely in the experience of worship. Mrs. W. O. Gardiner, member of the Board 
of Managers from Messiah, Bridgeport, sang a solo and Mrs. Pierce presented Mrs. Milo 
E. Wenger, Executive Secretary of the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission 
Society. Mrs. Wenger "took a text” (Psalm 107) and spoke on "There must be a 
fog,” the comment of a child in California who was puzzled to know why Zacchaeus 
could not see Jesus. Not knowing the full story he reflected: "There must have been 
a fog.” The work of the W.A.B.H.M.S. was uniquely presented by Mrs. Wenger. 
Some of the fogs today are Injustice, Ignorance, Indifference and Inaction. 


Mrs. Gardiner sang again following the address. 


The offering of the morning amounted to 824.10. 


Dr. H. W. Tribble, newly elected president of The Andover-Newton Theolo- 
gical School, was presented by Mr. Pierce for the first of his three worship addresses. 
Dr. Tribble spoke on "Harvest Insight,” following which he closed the session with the 
benediction.

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The Ministers’ Luncheon 

Another happy innnovation which is rapidly proving its inspirational and fellow- 
ship value as a part of the Convention is the Friday Noon luncheon for pastors (com- 
plimentary). Rev. William Millar, new president of the Ministers’ Council, served as 
toastmaster and introduced Dr. Tribble and Dr. Froyd, our special guests. Mr. Tuller 
led a conference for the purpose of clearing up unaswered questions as to procedure. 
At the same time a luncheon for Children’s Workers was being held in another part 
of the dining room. Miss Lois Blankenship was the speaker. 


Friday Afternoon — In Memoriam 

The doors were closed for the first period of the afternoon session, 2:00 o’clock, 
when Rev. Adolph Johnson, First Church, Rockville, gave the report of the Obituary 
Committee and led in an impressive memorial service. 


Efficiency in Reporting 

Each year the reports of the committees of the Board of Managers are mimeo- 
graphed in advance of the sessions and released to the delegates at the time of their 
presentation to the delegates assembled. In orderly fashion the committees on Aided 
Churches, Bilingual, Publicity, Social Action and Stewardship reported and their reports 
were accepted. The last named, Stewardship, had been officially born in an earlier 
session of the Convention by a change in the By-laws which makes it one of the regular 
committees of the Board. 

At 2:30 Miss Margarita F. Moran told in informal and informing fashion the 
story of how she took the Gospel to the villages of India. 


Each year at an appointed hour the State Convention adjourns for a period when 
The Connecticut Education Society meets for the transaction of its business as required 
by its constitution. Rev. Major L. Johnson presided and the secretary s report was given 
by Mr. Stetson K. Ryan. A financial report was distributed along with the mimeographed 
report of last year. 

Dr. Milton G. Froyd, Assistant Director of the Department of Colleges and 
Seminaries of the Northern Baptist Convention Board of Education and Publications, 
gave a brilliant address on "The Maddness of the Ministry.” He concluded with an 
earnest exhortation that pastors and church lay leaders employ a better strategy for 
bringing into the work of the Gospel Ministry the finest among our young people for 
it is only through this method that we shall be able to lift the level of American 
Protestantism. 


An offering of $18.30 was received. 
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"The Instrument of Conviction” 


This expressive topic was dealt with in masterly fashion by Dr. Tribble in the 
closing worship meditation following which he pronounced the benediction. 


Banquets 

At 6:30 three simultaneous banquets were held. The Young People met at 
the First Lutheran Church. 306 attended. The men, at Trinity Methodist Church, 
heard Edward W. Parsons, Secretary, National Baptist Men’s Council, plea for adult 
participation in the Evangelism Crusade. The women’s banquet was held in the First 
Church Dining Room. 


Friday Night 

Make way for youth! Coming into the sanctuary almost at the hour appointed 
for the beginning of the final session of the Convention we faced an odd picture. Adults 
packing solidly the side pews, while almost the solid center remained unoccupied. But 
the ushers knew their business. This entire section had been reserved for the young 
people. By the time for the singing of the opening hymn had arrived the sanctuary, 
gallery and all, were packed. Led by Mr. Cooper and the fine choir of the First 
Church the Convention hymn, "Publish Glad Tidings,” was sung. The evening prayer 
was offered by the new pastor of the Central Church, Hartford, Rev. Kenneth L. Max- 
well. Miss Patricia Doolittle, President, Connecticut B. Y. F., read the report which was 
accepted. 

President Pierce called for unfinished business and announced that a motion to 
adjourn the Convention at the conclusion of Dr. Tribble’s address would be proper at 
that time in order that the Convention might close on the high note of the closing 
address. It was so moved. Mr. Foreman was again presented to the Convention. Mr. 
Pierce expressed through him to the First Church the appreciation of the Convention 
for the royal way in which they had provided for our entertainment. Mr. Foreman in 
turn presented Mr. Arthur H. Parker, general chairman, who had done an extraordinary 
job both in preparation for the Convention and in seeing that every detail was properly 
carried out. Mr. Foreman then gave the final report on behalf of the Enrollment co- 
mittee, Mrs. Paul S. Godwin, chairman. The total number of registered delegates was 
576. The peak attendance for a day session was 205 on Thursday afternoon. The total 
attendance was 1,057. The evening offering amounted to $105.75. Total offerings 
$310.63. 

In preparation for the closing address the First Church Choir rendered an anthem. 

Dr. Tribble urged upon the young people the necessity for finding out for 
themselves God’s plan for their lives and then to make a full commitment and an 
adequate preparation for the fulfilment of that plan. Dr. Tribble gave the closing 
prayer and pronounced the benediction. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

TO THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 
NEW BRITAIN, CONNECTICUT, OCTOBER 15, 1947 


After an interval of twenty-five years w£ return to New Britain to share the 
fellowship of this fine church. We desire to express our appreciation to the pastor and 
his people for their willingness to entertain the Convention at this time. We realize 
that it is becoming increasingly difficult to play host to large groups where meals and 
lodging are involved. 

When the State Convention met here twenty-five years ago (1922) Dr. John 
W. Lackey was President of the Convention and Dr. Coates, the Secretary. Dr. E. Scott 
Farley preached the sermon from the text Romans 1:14 which, this year, has special sig- 
nificance since the Book of Romans is to be used as the scripture basis for the Crusade 
for Christ Through Evangelism: "I am debtor both to Greeks and to Barbarians, both 
to the wise and to the unwise.” You will recall that at that time we were in the sec- 
ond year of the New World Movement. That year Connecticut Baptists gave $232,550 to 
the missionary enterprise and there were 911 baptisms reported by the churches, more 
than has been reported in any year for the past thirteen years. 


The Board of Managers 

During the past year two former members of the Board of Managers have 
joined the Higher Fellowship; Dr. John M. Moore and Dr. Peter C. Wright. On June 
4 Deacon William J. Trevithick joined these noble comrades. He was the oldest mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers, having been elected to the Board first in 1906. We would 
record also our appreciation of the devoted service of Chapel S. Carter who asks to be 
retired from the Board. Dr. E. Scott Farley has retired and removed to Oneonta, New 
York. Rev. Edward M. Conway has moved to Providence, Rhode Island and Dr. Ronald 
V. Wells began his work at Ames, Iowa, October 1. 

Changes in the Staff 

Dr. Henry G. Weston Smith concluded his service as Director of the World 
Mission Crusade following the Northern Baptist Convention in May and returned to 
his home in Detroit. Miss Amy I. Roberts, his Secretary, subsequently accepted a per- 
manent position in a Hartford business office. In September, Miss Hazel L. West ac- 
cepted a position at the Katherine House, East Chicago, under the Woman’s American 
Baptist Home Mission Society. Miss West came to the State staff November 1, 1945 on 
a two-year arrangement to direct the program of Winning the Children for Christ. 
This experiment was made possible through the generosity of President Amasa D. Pierce. 
Miss West served also as Director of Children’s Work and rendered valuable service ip 
promoting and conducting daily vacation Bible schools. On September 1, Miss Fay E. 
Bigwood joined the staff to serve for a period in the field of Youth Evangelism. 
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Coordinating the Work 

The ever expanding denominational program has laid on the staff many "extra 
curricular” duties. In addition to the routine work of the departments the staff mem- 
bers and office force have sought to carry to the limit of time and strength the duties 
imposed upon them. The World Mission Crusade made heavy demands on the time 
of the staff and office force. The staff gave much time to field service and there 
were almost daily office conferences. Just as the World Mission Crusade was closing 
(so far as the campaigns in the churches was concerned) the Crusade for Christ 
Through Evangelism was launched. The Board of Managers named Mr. Tuller Direc- 
tor with the understanding that the entire office staff plus the State Committee on 
Evangelism would share the responsibility and the work. In addition to the multiple 
cooperative tasks each member of the staff carries a full load of departmental respon- 
sibility. There are always administrative tasks, parish problems and other duties that 
relate to what Paul called "the care of the churches,” that make the days full for the 
Executive Secretary. The expanding program of the Department of Education con- 
stitute a full-time task for Mr. Tuller who, in addition, carries other phases of the 
work as the Assistant Secretary. Mr. Cooper directs the Department of Town and 
Country Work for Rhode Island and Connecticut under joint appointment of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Home Mission Society. In addition to his work among the Town and 
Country churches he has given much time to the Heifer Project. 


Finances 

Wise budgeting on the part of the Finance Committee and diligent care to see 
that the Convention lived within its budget enables us to announce that we have kept 
within the operating budget for the year. The Treasurer’s report will show this was 
done by a margin of $888.63. 


The Unified Budget and World Mission Crusade 

We invite your careful reading of the report of the Director of Promotion. It 
is revealing and encouraging. Again, we have exceeded the giving of the previous year 
to the Unified Budget but the Connecticut quota always climbs faster than our giving. 
It seems that our increase over the previous year is never quite sufficient to match the 
added quota offered by the Council on Finance and Promotion. Thus, we never make 
our quota for the current year. This year we gave to the Unified Budget $92,471.31 
on a quota of $105,000.00 against $89,531.06 last year, a total for the year of 
$208,590.12. 

Local Church Budgets 

Last December at the mid-year meeting of the Council on Finance and Promo- 
tion your Executive Secretary presented to the National Secretaries’ Council a reso- 
lution urging a ten per cent increase in pators’ salaries. The reolution appeared in thou- 
sands of News Letters that went out monthly from the National Headquarters, was 
carried in the state Baptist papers and through the Associated Press, found its way into 
the daily papers thoughout the country. Devoted pastors, many of whom made their 
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pledge to the World Mission Crusade "a second tithe,” are feeling acutely the pinch 
of inflation. They are hardly in a position to press the matter of salary increase before 
their own Boards. It may be that the Convention assembled in New Britain will see fit 
to take some measure to bring this to the attention of the churches. 


The Connecticut Baptist 

At Atlantic City the new Connecticut Baptist made its appearance as a part 
of the exhibit at the State Conventions’ booth. It has been warmly received by our sub- 
scribers and our Exchanges have been kind in their comment. It is now printed in 
East Hartford and mailed from the Hartford post office. Much time is saved by this 
arrangement. The Connecticut Baptist should be in every Baptist family. The best way 
to accomplish this is to get it into the local church budget. One Baptist State paper has 
built its circulation from 7,000 to 54,000 largely by this method. 


The New Day at Suffield Academy 

The New Development Program undertaken last year at our Suffield Academy 
is bearing fruit. During the past summer much needed repair work has been done in- 
cluding a new heating system and the renovation of a number of sleeping and class 
rooms. At the meeting of the Executive Committee in June it was voted "that we con- 
tinue an annual grant at least equal to our present investment and to the total of 
$15,000 as our contribution to the Suffield Academy New Development Fund Pro- 
gram.” At the same time, the Special Committee on Convention-Academy Relationship 
will proceed with plans for setting up, with a goal, the Suffield Academy New Develop- 
ment Fund Campaign for the Connecticut Baptist Convention. The Academy begins 
the year with a capacity enrollment. The future of the school is bright. 


Evidences of Growth 

Constantly there are new minifestations of expansion and growth on local fields. 
The Stratford project is one of the most promising. Surveys are being made, looking 
forward to the revival of the work in several rural communities. At Easton the Bap- 
tists have made their church building available for the use of the Episcopalians who 
are numerous in the community but without adequate place in which to worship. Within 
the area of our city work attention has focused on the Eastside Christian Center, Bridge- 
port, which grew out of the Baptist missionary spirit in the Yellow Mill Project during 
the war. Miss Alma G. Broadhead directs the work of the Center which is located in 
the Second Church, Bridgeport. 

A Fellowship to Sustain 

The subject of the key-note address of this Convention is "The World Fellowship 
of Baptists.” That fellowship we must be diligent to preserve from Copenhagen to 
Colchester (where there are only nine resident members) . Toward maintaining this fel- 
lowship abroad we will continue to contribute food, clothing, shoes and messages of com- 
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radery and good cheer. At home we shall seek to maintain the spirit of brotherly 
tolerance and understanding; to share one another’s burdens, offering the encouraging 
word and extending the helping hand at every opportunity. It is not breaching any 
confidence to disclose how many pastors’ hearts yearn for just such manifestations of 
Christian fellowship and we feel sure that it is equally true of those whom they lead. 
We shall need to remember that our "Baptist Family” is not the perimeter of our fel- 
lowship. There must be no narrowing of the World Wide Fellowship we share with 
millions everywhere through the Redemption wrought for us by Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Connecticut Baptists have lived happily and served worthily within the larger fellowship 
through cooperation in City Federations and Councils of Churches, State, Federal, and 
World. In this, truly Catholic spirit we would continue "to serve the present age” and 
to this end we pray for the blessing of Christ, the Head of the Church.

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REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
AND DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

Inasmuch as the report of the Christian Education Committee appears in another 
section of our Annual, I shall touch on only a few parts of a very full program. Last 
year the report of Children’s Work was given by Miss Hazel L. West who was with us 
until the end of September of this year. During the year the Children’s Committee ex- 
panded their work, laying good foundations for what is the most important part of our 
program. It has been said that the impressions and attitudes formed in children up to 
seven years of age never leave them. With the high birth rate during the war years 
continuing, it is most important that we make every effort possible to build Christian 
attitudes into the lives of boys and girls. With a reduced staff, our work must be carried 
on by our Children’s Committee which is endeavoring to keep up some of the fine ser- 
vices rendered to our churches by Miss West. 


Youth work continues with many encouraging features. Two Discipleship Con- 
vocations held in March attracted nearly 500 young people, challenging them to nobler 
Christian living and to service in their local churches. The annual banquet last October 
was unsuccessful from many points of view, principally because twice as many young 
people wanted to attend as we could accommodate. It was necessary to return to one 
Assembly at Suffield, which was completely full. Our problem is that we have more 
young people than we can conveniently handle in one Assembly, but not enough for two. 
The third annual Junior High Camp was successful, attracting our full quota of 75 
boys and girls. Because of a conflict in schedules, I was unable to be at the Camp, and 
our committee secured Rev. Gustav E. Friedenberg of New Britain as Director. He and 
his staff deserve our sincere thanks for rendering fine service at the Camp. Junior High 
work in the state is being stimulated by this summer activity. 


Summer proves to be a very busy season for those working in Christian Educa- 
tion. In addition to serving as Director of our own summer program, I was called on to 
give help in planning the Green Lake Youth Conference (attended this year by five 
of our "out of high school” young people) , a Recreational Leaders’ Laboratory spon- 
sored by the New England Baptist Conventions at Block Island (Connecticut delegates 
numbered 12), three one-week programs on Block Island for Young Adults sponsored 
by the Connecticut, Massachusetts, and Rhode Island Conventions, and attended by 
twenty-two of our Young Adults, the Northfield Conference on Christian Education, 
and the Ocean Park School of Methods. The planning and carrying on of all these 
programs is time consuming, but I am firmly convinced that it is the most significant 
and lasting work we do in Christian Education on the state level. 


The emphasis of the Northern Baptist Convention for the next two years is 
on Evangelism. The Christian Education forces of the Convention are being used to the 
full in this Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism, since three of the four programs of 
Evangelism have their rootage in Christian Education and any program of Evangelism 
must be followed by an adequate program of conservation, which can best be done by 
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means of Christian Education. In our state the responsibility for directing the Crusade 
has fallen upon me, and I shall need your prayers and your help if the work is to be 
accomplished successfully. Already our fine state committee is working to perfect plans 
and promote the Crusade in the Churches of Connecticut. 

In connection with the Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism, Miss Fay E. Big- 
wood has come to aid us in the program of Youth Evangelism called "New Friends for 
Christ.” At this writing her schedule is almost completely full until February first. She 
will spend a week at a time in a local church helping the young people of that church 
win other youth of the community to Christ and the Church. We urge all of our 
churches, large and small, to make use of her services. 

You have, no doubt, noticed the change in the CONNECTICUT BAPTIST. 
We are proud of our paper, and feel that it stands up to any in the Convention. As 
Business Manager, I feel called upon to report that our subscription list should be 
doubled if we are to pay an adequate portion of the cost of publication by subscriptions. 
We are hoping to make abundant use of pictures and local news articles, and will wel- 
come any news from the field. Churches which buy a subscription for each family in 
their membership will help us quite decidedly to get the coverage we should have. 

An annual report cannot cover all points of interest in a field as broad and varied 
as the one I have the privilege of serving. The year has been full, and I wish to thank 
all who have aided me in carrying on our work during the past year, pledging my con- 
tinued efforts to follow my Master in the high calling which He has given to me.

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REPORT OF THE 

DEPARTMENT OF TOWN AND COUNTRY WORK 

KENNETH M. COOPER, Director 

A year in retrospect is indeed a brief period of time. So many things are waiting 
to be done that the report of a year’s work seems but the record of a day’s travel on a 
long journey. However, it is interesting at the end of a day to note the points of interest 
which have been passed. It is in this spirit that the following report is made. 

World Mission Crusade 

The call of the Northern Baptist Convention to sacrificial giving through the 
World Mission Crusade occupied the central place in our work this year. Many of our 
Town and Country Churches made outstanding records of achievement in this great 
cause. Almost all made a significant contribution. In several cases local repairs and im- 
provements were postponed to give the right of way to the W orld hi is si on Crusade. 

The Director of Town and Country Work devoted a good deal of time and 
effort to the World Mission Crusade, visiting churches and meeting with committees. 
These contacts were valuable to the general work as well as to the special task of the 
Crusade. 


Pastoral Settlement 

The past year has seen some improvement in the proportion of churches having 
settled pastors. Connecticut has never known a severe problem at this point, but during 
the war years the smaller churches experienced some difficulty in locating pastors. Most of 
our churches are provided with able leaders and those which are pastorless are simply 
in the normal process of filling the vacancy caused by the pastor’s removal. 

It should be noted that the inflationary conditions of the present time are work- 
ing a great hardship on some of our town and country pastors. When one is living on 
a salary which barely provides the necessities any rise in the cost of food and clothing 
is immediately felt. Some pastors have been forced into part-time secular employment 
which has drained time and strength from the primary task. We commend to our 
churches a careful study of their local scene with a view to discovering ways of re- 
lieving this situation. 


Services to Churches 

One of the services rendered to individual churches by the director is that of 
giving oversight to the work during the interim between pastorates. In addition to vis- 
iting the church and advising with them the director often arranges for supply preachers 
to cover the services. This kind of oversight helps to prevent a serious lag in the work be- 
tween pastorates. One church, at Sterling Hill, completely redecorated their sanctuary 
between pastorates. 
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Another means of assisting churches is through special evangelistic efforts. Spirit- 
ual Recovery Meetings and Home Visitation Evangelism Crusades are conducted by the 
director where his services are requested. A third means of rendering assistance is the 
Hymn sing which culminates in an evangelistic message and an appeal for life-commit- 
ment to Jesus Christ. Connecticut churches have been assisted in all of these ways this 
past year. 

Vacation Church School Assistance 

Again this year the Town and Country Department has cooperated with the 
Department of Christian Education in a program of Vacation Church School Assistance. 
Miss Hazel L. West gave herself whole-heartedly to this work in the closing months of 
her work in our state. She was ably assisted by Misses Phyllis Storrs, Lucille Storrs and 
Teresa DiCapua. Help was given to churches in Lebanon, North Stonington and Canton. 
An outstanding achievement of the program was the conducting of a Vacation Church 
School at Canton — the first such school in the history of the church. Attendance ranged 
from thirty to forty during the two-week school. A by-product of the school was the 
reorganization of the Sunday School which continues to meet each Sunday. 

Heifers for Relief 

Connecticut Baptists have given five heifers this year to the Heifers For Relief 
Project. This project seeks to secure good-grade heifers which may be shipped to 
Europe and Asia to replace cows killed in the war. A collecting farm has been established 
at the director’s home in East Killingly from whence the heifers are shipped to Mary- 
land for overseas shipment. Heifers have been donated by the Baptist Youth Fellow- 
ships of the West Hartford and Middletown Churches, the Vacation Bible School at 
Lebanon and by Mrs. Arthur Brown, and Mr. Amasa Pierce. The Town and Country 
Committee has adopted a goal of twenty-five heifers from our state. 

Pastor’s Conferences 

Coimecticut again participated in the Tri-State Town and Country Pastor’s Con- 
ference held at Block Island during April. Pastors and their wives gathered for four 
days to consider matters pertaining to their work. A fine fellowship was enjoyed. Em- 
phasis was given to the subject of pastoral relationships and a covenant was drawn up 
by the group and subscribed to by all present. 

Our state was also ' represented at the Rural Workers Conference held in June 
at Ocean Park, Maine. 

Areas of Neglect 

It continues to be a matter of concern that there are areas of neglect in our 
state where no adequate provision has been made for spiritual service. Small settlements 
exist where numbers do not justify a full church program but where there is need for 
Christian teaching. There is need for developing some technique for ministering to such 
areas so that boys and girls and men and women may know Jesus Christ and the joy 
of His service. Some thought has been given by the Town and Country Committee to 
this problem but no satisfactory progress has been made toward its solution. 
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DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION 

WILLIAM SALE TERRELL, Director 


In presenting the annual report of the Department of Promotion to accompany 
the financial report and the certified audit of Webster, Blanchard and Willard, I de- 
sire to express appreciation to the churches for their cooperation and particularly to 
the Benevolence Treasurers for their splendid work in remitting frequently and prompt- 
ly and in making use, with such care, of the remittance slips. It prevents confusion and 
guarantees the distribution of gifts according to the wishes of the givers. 

In last year’s report attention was called to the fact that we were entering upon 
a new era in missionary giving in the transferral of the World Mission Crusade to the 
regular Unified Budget which, we expected, would stabilize our missionary giving on a 
new, high level. 

The end of the Convention year, April 30, found us in the midst of this signi- 
ficant change. The World Mission Crusade in so far as local church campaigns for 
pledges was concerned had been completed and money was flowing into the Promotion 
office. 


We are sure that members of the Convention will be interested in an analysis 
of our giving, both to the Unified Budget and World Mission Crusade. 

1. The Unified Budget. The report shows we gave $92,471.31 which exceeded 
last year’s giving by $2,940.25. However, "state and associational credits” were $1,121.42 
less than last year which means that the churches actually gave $4,061.67 more than 
last year. On the basis of the resident membership figures (1945-46) we gave $3.52 per 
capita. Seven churches gave to the Unified Budget in 1946 but not in 1947; the amount 
$123. Two gave in 1947 but not in 1946; amount $70.00; a loss of $53.00. In 1945-46 
twenty -two churches gave nothing. In 1946-47 twenty-seven churches made no contri- 
bution to the Unified Budget. Of these twenty-seven churches fourteen were Negro 
churches, three Swedish, two Russian (missions), one German Baptist. This serves to 
point up the fact that within our Convention we have not only bilingual churches but 
bi-alignment churches, that is, churches that also belong to other national or racial 
Baptist organizations. On the basis of the resident membership of churches that 
gave anything to the Unified Budget the per capita would be lifted from $3.52 to 
$4.00. Ten churches gave the same amount as last year; forty gave less, sixty-three gave 
more. On the associational level: Ashford, Fairfield and Stonington Union fell slightly 
behind in their giving while increases were registered for Hartford, New London and 
New Haven Associations. 

2. The World Mission Crusade. Up to April 30, $116,118.81 had been paid 
in on pledges of approximately $343,000. As in the case of the Unified Budget an analysis 
is enlightening. Thirty churches gave nothing to the World Mission Crusade. Of these, 
eighteen were Negro Churches. On the resident membership basis the per capita giving

to the World Mission Crusade was $4.44. This means that the per capita giving (resi- 
dent membership) Unified Budget and World Mission Crusade was $7.96; per capita 
(total membership) $6.20. These facts are most encouraging and prove that Baptists do 
respond when they know the facts. 


As we look to the future we cannot escape certain ominous conditions facing 
the Christian Church. The era of inflation in which we are now living threatens our 
whole Christian missionary enterprise. Already the $16,000,000.00 pledged to the World 
Mission Crusade for world rehabilitation has actually shriveled to $12,000,000.00 in actual 
purchasing power. 


This seriously affects not only our Northern Baptist Convention but the work of 
our State Convention also. This situation calls for urgent action. First, World Mission 
Crusade pledges must be paid one hundred per cent and there must be a determination, 
in so far as possible, to continue our total missionary giving on the higher level of 
the Unified Budget plus the World Mission Crusade. This should be done on a weekly 
or monthly basis. Second, the hour calls for new consecration on the part of every 
Baptist to the end that our stewardship responsibility may be discharged toward those 
who look to us for material and spiritual bread. At Copenhagen a European Baptist 
leader expressed to Dr. Johnson appreciation for food and added, "But don’t cheat us 
on the Gospel.”

These statements are in agreement with the records which were found to be in 
good order. 
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GENERAL FUND: 

In checking the cash received by the Connecticut Agency, we listed duplicate 
receipts which agreed in total with entries in the donation register. We noted that re- 
ceipts were deposited intact in the Hartford National Bank & Trust Company. 

The disposition of all receipts for the account of Connecticut is shown on page 12. 
It was noted that as of April 30, 1947, there was paid to the Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention for the account of the Suffield School the sum of $272.68. By computation, this 
amount should have been $272.27. There was a corresponding under-remittance to the 
Northern Baptist Convention, New York, of $.41. With the above exception, all other 
amounts paid to the Connecticut Baptist Convention for the account of the Suffield 
School were found to be correct as 2.09% of the undesignated receipts. 

There was no balance on hand at either the beginning or end of the period, as 
certified to us by the depository, the Hartford National Bank & Trust Company.

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REPORTS OF CONVENTION COMMITTEES 


AIDED CHURCHES 

Harley R. Nelson, Chairman 

The following churches have been given financial aid by the State Convention 
during the past year: Voluntown, Rev. William H. Talbot, Pastor, $228; Willimantic, 
Calvary, Rev. William Jackson, Pastor, $121; Brooklyn, Federated, Rev. E. Story Hil- 
dreth, Pastor, $73.00; Danbury, New Hope, Rev. J. Edward Harris, Pastor, $218; 
Bridgeport, King’s Highway, Rev. George Hensel, Pastor, $303. In view of the in- 
creased cost of living each church received an increased allotment and it is to be re- 
membered that this aid from the State Convention goes towards the pastors’ salaries. 

The total membership of these churches receiving aid is approximately $943 and 
the amount given to the Unified Budget for the year was $711.59 and the reported 
property valuation was $68,000. There were nine baptisms reported. 


BAPTIST YOUTH FELLOWSHIP

Connecticut Baptist Youth have made tremendous strides during the past year, 
starting with 400 : young people who attended the Convention in October at New 
Haven. 


In March, two all-day Discipleship Convocations were held, one at Hartford, 
and one at New Haven. A total of 385 young people registered for the sessions. At 
the Convocations outstanding leaders of our Northern Baptist Convention led us in an 
inspirational program, guiding us to find our places of largest usefulness, under the 
leadership of Jesus Christ. 

The next day thirty outstanding youth of our state spent their time studying 
the B. Y. F. program on the local church basis and training for the “New Friends for 
Christ” Youth Evangelism Program. 

During the summer there were good sessions held at Suffield and Jr. Hi Camp. 
Five people went to Green Lake for the Youth Conference. Many young people volun- 
teered their services for Vacation Bible School work in rural churches. 

There have been Associational B. Y. F. meetings regularly with most of the 
activity being in the Eastern Connecticut B. Y. F. The State Council met regularly 
and carried out an active state program. 

All the activities such as, “Sacrifice Suppers,” “Fellowship Carloads,” “Shoes,” 
and Youth Week of Sacrifice were highly successful and we are confident we will reach 
our World Mission Crusade goal. 
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There is now a membership o£ 180 in the Girl’s Guild and, under the capable 
leadership of Mrs. W. B. Parker, State World Service Secretary, the Guild will in- 
crease by "leaps and bounds.” Plans are under way for a rally in October. 

We are proud and happy to know that Paul Converse, Yale Divinity School 
student and President of the Student Commission, will be in the state again this year. 
His services two years ago were received with great eagerness on the part of young 
people and pastors. We want him to know that we are very glad to have him with 
us again as a representative of the Protestant Youth of Connecticut, sharing his ex- 
perience in the World Youth Conference that was held at Oslo, Norway this past 
summer. 

Fay Bigwood is the newest addition to the B. Y. F. in Connecticut. She will 
serve as "Youth Discipleship Interne,” putting into practice the "New Friends for 
Christ” Youth Evangelism Program. 

A sincere and hearty "thanks” should be given to all the B. Y. F.’ers for their 
real Christian enthusiasm and good work during the past year. 

In closing this report, I wish to say that this new Council is planning a good 
year’s program, which will take greater strides than ever before.

BILINGUAL COMMITTEE 

Ronald V. Wells, Chairman 

There are eight racial and national Baptist groups represented in the fellowship 
of the Connecticut Baptist Convention. Churches and missions within six of these 
groups are given financial aid by the State Convention; three jointly with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society. 

During the past year the Bilingual Committee has focused its attention mainly 
on problems involved in the Italian work and on the program in Bridgeport where the 
East Side Christian Center has developed out of the Yellow Mill Village War Project. 
The Center is housed in the Second Baptist Church and, since the departure of Dr. 
Wells, Mr. David E. Kloster has served as Chairman of the Center’s Board of Direc- 
tors. This Board is made up of representative and interested persons out of different 
denominations. The State Convention and the A. B. H. M. S. are represented on 
the directorate. Miss Alma G. Broadhead serves as Director of the Center. She has 
been assisted by volunteer helpers. Beginning October 1, Mr. Jerome P. Harris has 
served as part-time Boy’s Assistant. 

During the past year Rev. Salvatore LoPresti has served jointly the Ansonia 
and Waterbury field. The work in New Haven is still without a permanent leader. 

On recommendation of the Bilingual Committee the Convention voted to in- 
crease by ten per cent that part of the Bilingual Pastors’ salaries paid by the Conven- 
tion beginning May 1. Some statistics gleaned from Church Letters and Quarterly 
Reports may prove interesting. Membership of the churches and missions under super- 
vision of the Bilingual Committee is 778; additions this year 49; baptisms 26.

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CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

Heyward M. Foreman, Chairman 

Christian Education has grown up. For a great many years it has been in a 
formulative stage and considered somewhat in the light of an experiment. It had no 
well-defined plans and its ends were not clearly seen. Today the program of Christian 
Education, both in our Northern Baptist Convention and in our own State, is one of 
the strong arms of our work. 

We are grateful for the fine leadership which has been furnished us in this 
field and for the splendid accomplishments wrought. Many things which are done by 
religious bodies may well deserve the title of "activities” but the work done in the field 
of Christian Education is becoming more and more a basic foundation work for Chris- 
tian men and women. 

The usefulness of our Committee has been greatly increased through our ability 
to expand and to bring into our Committee membership some of the fine leadership 
from our churches which is not represented on our Board of Managers. With this in- 
creased help we now have seven smaller committees covering the seven major phases 
of our work and much more constructive work is being accomplished. These smaller 
committees have taken up their tasks with enthusiasm and the results of their work 
are already being felt in our churches and will be felt increasingly more in the coming 
years. 

The approach which we have made to all of our problems is a practical one. We 
have asked, "What are the needs of our Church, Schools, our Youth Groups, our Young 
Adults and our Older Adults? What kind of program will best equip them to do a 
progressive and lasting work within our Churches?” By this approach we have begun 
to stem the tide of decreased Church School enrollment, to increase the number of 
baptisms coming out of our churches and church schools, to provide an interesting and 
challenging program for so many young adults who so often, in the early years of mar- 
riage, draw away from the church. 

We have concerned ourselves with the kind of Missionary Education which 
reaches the whole church and not just the fine loyal Women’s Missionary Societies 
which we find in almost every church. We want to reach our men and our youth and 
to enlist their interest in this vital work. In the field of Leadership Training we recog- 
nize the necessity of providing a better trained staff of workers for all of our churches. 
This particular Committee within our larger Committee has plans which they hope 
will bring this program down into each local church within the next two years. 

Wie are becoming more and more aware of the responsibility of the church fol- 
lowing its members wherever they may go with the kind of ministry most needed. 
Many of our students who go away to college have a religious holiday because no 
thought is given to their needs while they are away. Through Student Counselor 
groups we are trying to meet a part of this need. 

Our Children’s Work is going forward rapidly and special representatives from 
our churches has been sought whereby the program may be quickly and efficiently 
channeled into the local church. 
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The Youth Program of our Convention has been so well established in our 
State that now many of our churches find a great portion of their leadership in Chris- 
tian Education coming from this group who, in the past two decades, have received 
their training and inspiration from our summer assemblies for youth. 


We have great cause to thank God and take heart. The future of our churches 
may be difficult but the picture is not a dark one. 

We are thankful for the fine consecrated leadership which is ours and for the 
prospect of stronger churches in God’s Kingdom. 


COMMITTEE ON COOPERATION WITH THE 
CONNECTICUT COUNCIL OF CHURCHES AND 
RELIGIOUS EDUCATION

The spiritual values which result from the program of the Connecticut Council 
of Churches have been pointed out on many occasions and, by this time, they should 
be well known to virtually every member church of the Connecticut Baptist Convention. 
Nevertheless, the record of cooperation of our Connecticut Baptist churches is not one 
of which we can be proud. 

It is true that as a State Convention we have given $400 during each of the 
last two years to the clinical training and chaplaincy program of the Connecticut 
Council of Churches 1 . This is second only to the Congregational organization which 
gave $1000 each year. However, when it comes to local church support of the Coun- 
cil’s Inter-Church Program (which includes a rich religious educational resource and 
training program, ministry to tobacco farm workers, radio workshops, youth and adult 
work activities, special services to rural churches and communities, cooperation with 
Northfield School, state councils for Church Women and Laymen, as well as a vigorous 
social action program) our Baptist record is a poor one indeed. 

Of the ninety-four churches contributing to the Council in 1946, only six were 
Baptist churches. Of the 116 Baptist churches in our State only five per cent (i. e. six 
chuches) forwarded any contribution whatsoever to the Connecticut Council of Churches 
last year. The total of these gifts was $565. This is in decided contrast to the 318 
Congregational churches in the state, 1854% of which (i. e. 59 churches) contributed 
$2,147,25. The picture of Baptist cooperation with the Council certainly is not im- 
proved when one discovers that of the $565 which those six Baptist churches contributed 
last year $500 came from two churches! To state it mildly, therefore, the support 
from Baptist churches in our state has been rather lean. 
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It should be pointed out that some local churches contribute to the State Council 
of Churches through local and country councils of churches. Statistics for this type 
of participation are not at present available, but whatever the analysis may show, it seems 
clear that whether we consider our record as Baptist churches oe individual contributors, 
we should do better than we do. 

Your Committee is not proud of this report. In the light of our current 
struggle with the rising forces of secularism and pagan living, and contemplating the 
spiritual needs of the people of Connecticut, can we Baptists be content to continue 
our traditional policy of isolation? Has not the time come for us to join hands with 
our sister churches of other denominations in a truly cooperative work of state-wide 
Christian ministry? This need not involve the weakening of our own program of 
denominational work but it certainly would require a more intelligent awareness of the 
values in inter-church cooperation and a much more generous 1 financial support of the 
program of the Connecticut Council of Churches. 


CONNECTICUT BAPTIST EDUCATION SOCIETY 

Stetson K. Ryan, Secretary 

The 128th annual meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society was 
held at the Calvary Baptist Church in New Haven on October 18, 1946, with Rev. 
Major L. Johnson, President, residing, and, in accordance with a resolution adopted at 
the ninth annual meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Convention at Middletown, in 
1832, the minutes of that meeting are published herewith. 

During the year the Society has assisted in furthering the education of twelve 
young people who are members of Baptist churches in Connecticut. Six members of 
the group are young women. It is interesting to note that four of the candidates are 
from Batist parsonages in Connecticut and that one of the young women is a normal 
school graduate who subsequently decided to perfect herself as a director of religious 
education. One of the young men, who is studying at Andover-Newton, is serving a 
Baptist church in New Hampshire as student pastor. Others of the young men are 
studying at Colgate-Rochester, Gordon, Eastern, the North American Baptist Seminary 
and at Houghton College in New York State. The young women have matriculated 
at Hartford Seminary, Gordon, Baptist Institute in Philadelphia, Keuka College, Wil- 
liam Jewell College and Ottawa Baptist College, Kansas. 

Two of the students are from a Baptist church in New London, two from 
Norwich and one each from Bridgeport, Bristol, Essex, Hartford, Meriden, West Haven 
and Willimantic. 

It is encouraging to note that it is the purpose of these young people to secure 
a favorable background of education before attempting to enter the field of Christian 


service.

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MINUTES 

The 129 th annual meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society was 
held Friday afternoon, October 17, 1947, at the First Baptist Church, New Britain, 
with the president, Rev. Major L. Johnson, presiding. 

The reports of the treasurer, Lindsay P. Flutton, and the secretary, Stetson K. 
Ryan, were presented and accepted. 

Rev. Paul G. Schade moved the adoption of a motion to amend Article 4 of 
the Constitution to insert the clause "who may be either a person or a corporation” after 
the word "Treasurer,” so that the clause as amended would read "Treasurer, who may 
be either a person or a corporation.” Mr. Schade stated that the proposal to amend 
the Constitution, as indicated in his motion, had been announced at the 128th annual 
meeting of the Society, held at the Calvary Baptist Church, New Haven, on October 
18, 1946, but that mention of the action taken had inadvertently been omitted from 
the minutes of that meeting, published on page 63 of the 1946 Annual of the Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention. Mr. Schade explained that the purpose of the motion 
was to make it possible for the Society to elect, as treasurer of the organization, the 
bank which is serving the Connecticut Baptist Convention in a like capacity. 

The motion was duly seconded, and was adopted. 

The chairman of the nominating committee, Rev. Raymond G. Taylor, presented 
a report and moved its acceptance and adoption, and the above list of officers was 
declared elected. 

The meeting was then adjourned.

COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

Major L. Johnson, Chairman 

The Committee on Evangelism met on December 3, 1946, to make plans for a 
program of Evangelism to be presented to the churches in the Convention. We decided 
to make "Decision for Christ” the aim and objective of our program of Evangelism. 
We divided the work into three areas, Youth Evangelism, Visitation Evangelism and 
Mass Evangelism, with members of the Committee accepting definite assignments for 
each area. Goals for baptisms were set for the Associations and members of the Com- 
mittee met with the pastors in January and February, in their regular monthly meetings, 
and presented the plans of the Committee and goals to which definite commitments 
were accepted. 

Early in the year of 1947 the Northern Baptist Convention announced its plan 
to launch a special program of Evangelism to be called,, "Crusade for Christ Through 
Evangelism.” This program called for a special Committee on Evangelism with a 
Director who was to be one of the members of the staff of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention if the state had no regular Director. 

The Committee on Evangelism has been enlarged by adding representatives from 
the various organizations within the Convention and is now working as the special 
Committee known as the Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism Committee. Rev. 
Edwin H. Tuller, Assistant Secretary of the Convention, was chosen as Director for 
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the State. Dr. William Sale Terrell and Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper are members of the 
Committee and share in the responsibilities of the program with the Committee and 
its Director. 

Your special Committee has held three important meetings and members of the 
Committee have accepted definite assignments to contact personally the pastors to ac- 
quaint them with the Crusade and to enlist them in the program. 

Details of the Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism will not be given in this 
report. Literature has been sent to all of the pastors and churches, setting forth the 
plans and methods of the Crusade. Regional Conferences for the pastors were con- 
ducted in the early spring in New London, Hartford and New Haven. All pastors at- 
tending committed themselves to the Crusade and to the Eight O’clock Fellowship of 
Prayer. Special leadership was given in these Conferences by Dr. Shields T. Hardin, 
Pastor, First Baptist Church, Olean, New York, and President of the New York State 
Baptist Convention, and Dr. Benjamin P. Browne, former Executive Secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Baptist Convention. 

Regional Training Conferences will be held in the state in November to train 
leaders from the churches so that they may go back to the local church and help it 
plan its own program of Evangelism for the next two # years. This is a vital part of 
the program. 

Miss Fay Bigwood has been selected by the Committee to work in the state for 
nine months beginning in September. She will be available to the churches for Youth 
Evangelism. She has been trained as a "Youth Discipleship Interne” and will work 
with the youth groups, helping them to reach the unreached young people in their 
communities. 

The time has arrived for the churches to Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism 
with a concern greater than any time in the recent past. The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention and your Committee present the plans and methods for such a Crusade — but 
plans and methods alone will not make the Crusade a success. If they are adopted 
and used in the spirit of Christ with a concern for souls, under the guidance of the 
Heavenly Father, they will bring success. 

It is the hope of your Committee that every pastor and church will Crusade for 
Christ Through Evangelism, striving to win men and women and young people to "A 
Decision for Christ.”

Mrs. Anna H. Abel 

Mrs. Anna IT. Abel made her church home in the Lebanon Baptist Church for 
many years. Here she was active in the \X’ omen's Ivl is sionary Society, serving in 
numerous official capacities. At one time she served as Vice-President of the Connecti- 
cut Baptist Women’s Missionary Society. Mrs. Abel died on December 22, 1946. 

Mrs. G. A. Goranson 

Mrs. G. A. Goranson was the wife of the Rev. Mr. Goranson, Pastor of the 
Waterbury Swedish Tabernacle. She had endeared herself to the heatts of many people 
whom she came to know. Mrs. Goranson passed away suddenly on November 5, 1946. 

Dr. John M. Moore 

Dr. John Milton Moore, who was formerly pastor of the First Church, Bridge- 
port for a number of years, died in New Wilmington, Pennsylvania on February 10, 
1946. Dr. Moore was bom on June 29, 1871. He served pastorates in Pennsylvania, 
New York, Illinois, and Connecticut. He served also as Secretary of the Department 
of Missionary Education of the Northern Baptist Convention and a member of the 
Board of Managers of the American Baptist Home Mission Society.

4, 1946. Born eighty-seven years ago, he spent a great part of his life in devotion to 
his church and its work. He was the oldest member on our Convention Board of Man- 
agers. He was also a member of the Finance Committee. 

Dr. Peter C. Wright 

Dr. Peter C. Wright, former Executive Secretary of the M. and M. Board of 
the Northern Baptist Convention died in Maryland on May 4, 1946 while on his 
way north from Florida. He was seventy-six years of age. He held pastorates in Rhode 
Island, Illinois, Pennsylvania, and Connecticut where he served the Central Church of 
Norwich and Asylum Avenue Church in Hartford. 


PUBLICITY COMMITTEE 

J. Melvin Prior, Chairman 

The Publicity Committee has met at the time of our Board of Managers’ sessions 
to discuss its functions and problems. Several important conclusions have grown out 
of our meetings. 

The mounting difficulties, inherent in our procedure of having the Connecticut 
Baptist printed thirty-five miles from the Convention Office, caused' us to study the 
possibility of some other arrangement. Following a careful study, we terminated our 
arrangement with the Moosup Journal Press. 

Five reasons stood out clearly in our study: 1) Distance complicates the editorial 
and business problems connected with ieach issue; 2) Proof corrections and adjustments 
are difficult at such a distance; 3) The Journal Press does not have the equipment to 
print the type of paper we desire; 4) Delays in mailing have been inevitable; 5) Much 
staff time is wasted travelling to Moosup. 

A letter containing the resolution of appreciation of nearly ten years of co- 
operation and service was sent to Mr. Francis Y. Brown of the Journal Press. 

The new Connecticut Baptist with its own unique and symbolic masthead was 
first issued in May 1947. The new features include four column layout, modern type 
and headlines, increased readability and attractiveness, more pictures and better paper. 
We are proud of the Connecticut Batist. It is now printed by the East Hartford 
Gazette. 
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We are now in a position to ask for a greatly enlarged subscription list. This 
will be our next task. Each church should appoint a committee on the Connecticut 
Baptist and Missions to promote their wider use. 

The question of the appropriateness of the name of our Committee was raised. 
Suggestions were "Public Relations Committee” and "Publicity and Publications.” These 
are referred to the Committee on Reorganization. 


STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Major L. Johnson, Chairman 

The Permanent Council held no formal meetings during the year. The Chairman 
met with the Permanent Council of the Fairfield Asociation on November 29, 1946, 
when Mr. Alvin C. Foster was examined for ordination. Mr. Foster met all the quali- 
fications necessary for ordination and was ordained on the same day to the gospel 
ministry. 

The Chairman also met with the Permanent Council of the Stonington Union 
Association when Mr. Lincoln IT. Barr was examined for ordination. Mr. Barr was 
qualified for ordination according to the standards of the State Council and was or- 
dained on June 1, 1947. 

Pastors and Association Councils are urged to advise with the State Council in 
matters of ordination and at other times if the occasion arises. The State Council 
acts only in an advisory capacity but it is anxious to render service when needed. 


Qualification for Ordination 

1. The candidate for ordination should be a member of the church which 
ordains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination should be on the recommendation of 
the Association Permanent Council, or in the event of a lack of such a council upon 
the recommendation of the State Permanent Council. However, the call for a council 
of ordination should not be issued by the Association Council until the State Council 
has had full opportunity to pass on the candidate’s qualifications. 

3. The educational qualifications for ordination should be: 

(a) Standard College and theological studies with graduation. 

(b) Or, standard theological studies with graduation, besides two years 
of college studies. 

4. If a candidate for ordination has not had the education preparation listed 
above, ordination should not be granted until he has completed at. least a two years’" 
course of prescribed study. 
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5. A candidate for ordination should have completed his course of studies, and 
should be either a pastor, or pastor-elect, or under appointment for missionary or edu- 
cational work. 

6. A candidate for ordination should be able to give clear convictions of truth 
upon subjects kindred to God; the Person of Christ; the Work of the Holy Spirit; 
the Church and Its Ordinances; World-Wide Missions; and he should be able to give 
evidence of the implications of these truths in their relationship to the life of the indi- 
vidual, the life of the church, and the life of the world. 


Procedure for Ordination 

1. The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for a meeting of 
the candidate with the examining committee of the Association Permanent Council and 
makes contact with the State Permanent Council, forwarding full data as to the quali- 
fications of the candidates. 

2. Upon the recommendation of the examining committee of the Association 
Permanent Council after it has advised with the State Council, the church calls said 
council through its moderator to assemble as a council of examination for ordination. 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President and General 
Secretary of the Convention, the State Permanent Council, and such other guests as 
the church and the candidate may desire. 

4. It is suggested that the date for the service of ordination should not be set 
until after the council of examination has recommended that the church proceed with 
the ordination service. 

5. Where there is an Association Permanent Council the < hurch of which the 
candidate is a member should present the candidate to the State Permanent Council 
for examination and upon its recommendation proceed to call a council of examination 
for ordination. Invitations to the council should be issued as in Sec. 3 above. 

(Qualification for Ordination, and Procedure of Candidate for Ordination as 
given are according to the amendments adopted by the Convention at the 1940 meet- 
ing.)

COMMITTEE ON PROMOTION 

Alvin D. Johnson, Chairman 

The Committee on Promotion has worked closely with the Committee on Stew- 
ardship during the past year. The aim of both committees is to broaden and deepen 
the foundations of giving. Spiritual foundations are the only hope of a naturally in- 
creased giving with a resulting joy in the giver and increase in extent and effectiveness 
of the Gospel throughout the world. 

Techniques and programs are not to be scorned as necessary nuisances but as 
practical and normal procedures in meeting our responsibilities. 

The year 1946-47 marked another significant advance in our Missionary giving. 
$2,940.25 more was contribuated to the Unified Budget than the previous year. This 
is the sixth consecutive year of advance in total contributions. For a further breakdown 
of the figures and an analysis of the World Mission Crusade read the report of the 
Director of the Department of Promotion. 

Your Committee on Promotion has explored the task which lies ahead. A 
tremendous challenge confronts each church and each individual As we seek to 
stabilize our missionary giving on a new high level, we know it can be done but only 
through the united wisdom, consecration and sacrifice of each person. A weakness in 
a single church or individual will be reflected in the total missionary endeavor. Con- 
versely, unexpected strength in a church or individual will infuse new life and courage 
to all. 


We cannot give too much credit for the steady advance over the years to Dr. 
Terrell, Mr. Tuller and the efficient office staff. They have worked unceasingly through 
personal counseling, correspondence, distribution of promotional literature, articles in 
the CONNECTICUT BAPTIST, committee meetings and in many other ways to 
bring to our constituency the facts concerning the needs and our missionary respon- 
sibility in Connecticut. 
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COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 

WHEREAS, The world of today is in the grip of confusion and uncertainty 
brought about by hunger for bread, for power, and for peace of mind, 

BE IT RESOLVED THAT, we, the members of the Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention, seek, as never before, to find out the will of God for our time and situation 
by prayer, meditation, and study; 

THAT, we recognize the effect of rising prices on the value of the Mission 
dollar given for the work of the World Mission Crusade or Unified Budget projects 
and gird ourselves for greater sacrifice in giving; 

THAT, we whole-heartedly support the denominational two-year Crusade for 
Christ Through Evangelism because of our deep concern for the indifferent and un- 
evangelized men, women, and children in our parishes; 

THAT, the Youth Protection Program sponsored by our denomination be ac- 
knowledged as a good move in the right direction toward lowering the rate of juvenile 
delinquency, and that we endorse this program in a real way by giving it strong support 
in our churches; 

THAT, inasmuch as the use of alcoholic beverages appears to be on the in- 
crease despite the admirable work of Alcoholics Anonymous and the Yale Clinics, etc., 
we turn our attention more and more to a program of prevention, end that we recom- 
mend the study of plans of even partial, prevention and try to secure the cooperation 
of persons and groups failing to see total abstinence as the only answer, and that there 
be a meeting or meetings, this year, for the purpose of agreeing on a prevention pro- 
gram designed to achieve a common objective even though that objctive may fall short 
of the ideal objective toward which we are working; 

THAT, our churches interest themselves in an effort to prevent industrial dis- 
turbances by dealing with differences between management and labor before the strike 
stage is reached. To implement this resolution a study of a plan worked out in Toledo, 
Ohio, is recommended; 

THAT, we cooperate with the food-saving programs put forward by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and endeavor to restrict ourselves to the quantity necessary 
for health and efficiency and that we go on record as strenuously objecting to the allot- 
ment of any food-stuff s to the breweries and distilleries in this hour of crisis; 

THAT, knowing the difficulties and discouragements of the delegates meeting 
in the United Nations Organization, we continue to uphold them in our prayers for 
their guidance and wisdom; 

THAT, we thank the Pastor and people of First Church for their long and 
toilsome preparation to receive us and make us comfortable, and that we express our 
gratitude to all others who have labored to present a program of exceptional interest 
and helpfulness; 
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THAT, in appreciation of the fine coverage given the Convention by the New 
Britain Herald, we extend our thanks to the Editor and staff; 

THAT, we renew our personal commitments to the work of the Kingdom of 
God and, looking forward, put from us the mistakes, misunderstandings, and regrets 
of the past and stride forth into a new day of tremendous activity under the leadership 
of Christ, our King, to Whom be glory and praise and honor forecer.

STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 

Daniel G. Rider, Chairman 

In its first year the Stewardship Committee has achieved some worthwhile results. 

First, the members of the Committee have come to a better understanding of 
the importance of their task by studying the available materials and methods used in 
this field. Dr. Paul H. Conrad, our National Stewardship Secretary, was present at 
one of our first meetings to share with us a wealth of suggestions from his own rich 
experience. An exchange of letters with Committee members in other states has been 
helpful. By meeting with the Committee on Promotion and other Committees of the 
Board of Managers we have gained further knowledge of the need of the three-fold 
stewardship emphasis in cur State. 

Second, we have used several ways to communicate the result of our inquiry and 
planning to the pastors and churches of our State. , In one instance we met with the 
Associational Moderators and Associational Clerks and discussed with them one or two 
matters of real concern. Again, we used the mails to send some useful stewardship 
materials to pastors. Further, occasional stewardship messages were carefully prepared 
and published in the Connecticut Baptist. Finally, members of our Committee were 
given portions of time on four or five of our Associational programs. 

Third, we sent a member of our State Committee to the Second National Stew- 
ardship Conference at Green Lake. We tried to arrange for a larger delegation with 
one representative from each Association but our plan was not successful. 

As we face the future our plan is to work toward the establishment of a stew- 
ardship net-work over the State with a key-person or committee in each Association 
and in each church in each Association. In the meantime we urge churches and pastors 
to use the wealth of stewardship materials now available and to preach more steward- 
ship sermons. 
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SOCIAL ACTION COMMITTEE 

William W. Sullivan, Chairman 

Early in the year the Committee met to discuss the broad principles that should 
serve as a guide for social action. The general conclusion was that the splendid re- 
search and recommendations of our denominational agencies should be referred to each 
congregation for study and action. 

Two recommendations of interest come from the Council on Christian Social 
Progress of the Northern Baptist Convention, viz., 

1. That each church consider forming a "Church Committee on Christian 
Social Progress.” In this connection the Committee has information to the effect that 
thirteen churches in the Connecticut Baptist Convention have such a committee. 

2. That each State Convention create, where possible, a "State Commission on 
Christian Social Education and Action.” These Commissions should be allowed operat- 
ing funds and have a status similar to Commissions on Christian Education, Evangelism 
and Stewardship. 

A project of the Social Action Committee was a three week’s campaign by the 
Committee on Juvenile Protection of the Northern Baptist Convention. The Rev. 
Joseph L. Hughes led the church leaders of Bridgeport in a study of juvenile problems 
and sought to have each Baptist church form a committee and adopt a program of 
juvenile protection. Several churches in the Bridgeport area followed, the suggestion. 

The Rev. R. LaRue Cober represented our Committee at the Green Lake Con- 
ference on Christian Social Progress in July. Mr. Cober contributed important material 
on the problem of alcoholism to the Conference. 


TOWN AND COUNTRY COMMITTEE 

Frank M. Swaffield, Chairman 

The Town and Country Department of our Connecticut Baptist Convention is 
observing its third birthday at our annual meeting this year. We feel that a normal 
growth has taken place and that the child is healthy and has a promising future in 
store. 

During the year our program of helpfulness has reached into many churches in 
the state. Our Director has conducted evangelistic crusades in two of our churches. He 
has assisted several churches during the interim between pastorates and has spent many 
hours in counseling with church workers and pastors. The program of Vacation 
Church School assistance has been carried on again this past summer. Three churches 
were assisted by volunteer workers trained at the Laboratory School at Suffield. Of these, 
the Canton Baptist Church had never before held a Vacation Church School. We 
supplied three workers who conducted a very successful school, which formed the basis 
for the reorganization of the Church School which followed in the fall. 
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Cooperation has been a strong note in our program. The Tri-State Baptist 
Town and Country Pastors’ Conference was held at Block Island in cooperation with 
the Rhode Island and Massachusetts Baptist Conventions. A short course for Rural 
Pastors' was held at the Connecticut University at Storrs in which we cooperated with 
the Rural Life and Work Committee of the Connecticut Council of Churches. We 
also cooperated in the Rural Workers’ Conference held at Ooean Park, Maine, under 
the supervision of the New England Town and Country Church Commission. 

To date, Connecticut Baptists have given five heifers to the Heifers for Relief 
Project out of a goal of twenty-five. A collection farm is being operated by our 
Director of Town and Country Work at his home in East Killingly. 

In his work in the two states of Connecticut and Rhode Island this past year 
our Director, Mr. Cooper, has made 159 visits to churches, given 146 sermons or ad- 
dresses and traveled over 21000 miles. 

We covet the interest and prayers of Connecticut Baptists as we enter another 
year of service.

MINUTES OF THE MINISTERS’ COUNCIL OF THE 
CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

In Session, October 15, 1947 at New Britain, Connecticut 

The sixty-fifth annual meeting of the Minister’s Council was called to order by 
President, Heyward M. Foreman, of New Britain. The Secretary-Treasurer Reports 
were read by Rev. William Millar of Noank. These were promptly accepted by the 
fifty ministers present. The Nominating Committee: Rev. Raymond Taylor, Rev. James 
Zeigler and Rev. Paul Schade presented the following officers who were duly elected: 
President, Rev. William Millar; Secretary -Treasurer, Rev. James N. Zeigler 

Rev. Gustav E„ Friedenberg of New Britain led the Devotional Service and he 
was assisted by Rev. Herbert M. Hainer at the piano. 

Mr. Foreman introduced members of the staff of Suffield Academy who presented 
the Suffield program. Mr. Conrad Hahn, headmaster, Professor Jesse Smith and Mr. 
Ashley L. Bickmore presented various phases of the Academy expansion program. The 
Minister’s Council went on record as follows: "Recommended that we favor our denomi- 
national participation in the Suffield Academy Fund Raising Compaign. That the 
Churches of our State, through the State Convention, be asked to raise $35,000.00 from 
the Churches. That this recommendation be carried to the Board of Managers to act 
upon and to implement.” 
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A problem, in ministerial ethics was discussed and the matter then referred to 
the State Permanent Council. 

The Rev. Victor Scalise of Calvary Baptist Church, Lowell, Massachusetts brought 
a challenging address: "The Minister as a Preacher.” Mr. Scalise urged us "to keep 
our preaching noble . . . we still have a glorious Gospel to preach as messengers of 
God . . .” 

The new president closed the session with prayer and the benediction.

Minutes of the New London Association 

Meeting held at the First Baptist Church, Waterford 
Tuesday, September 23, 1947 

The one hundred thirty-second Annual Meeting of the New London Association 
convened at the First Baptist Church, Waterford, on Tuesday, September 23, 1947. 

The Association was called to order by the Moderator, the Rev. H. B. Francis 
of Montville, at ten o’clock. The opening hymn was "Blest Be The Tie That Binds” 
followed by prayer by the Moderator. 

The devotional exercises were conducted by the Rev. Merle Mason D.D., from 
the First Baptist Church, New London, who spoke on "Paul’s Advice to Timothy.” 
There was a large attendance at the opening session. 

Rev. Phillip Chamberlain, Pastor of the Church, extended words of welcome to 
the Association, and gave the historical setting of the Association and his own Church. 

Response was made by the Moderator, Rev. Herbert B. Francis. 

The Clerk, Rev. John A. Swetnam, read the rules of order and appointment 
of committees was then made, after which, the Treasurer gave his financial report which 
was accepted. 

The reading of the Church letters followed. The Clerk was assisted by the 
Rev. Walter H. Loomis. These letters showed that the Churches were making good 
progress both spiritually and materially. 

The Association offering was then received. 

The Memorial Service was conducted by the Rev. Raymond Jennings, Assistant 
Pastor of the First Baptist Church. The obituary report was read, and Mrs. Phillip 
Chamberlain sang a solo, "Beyond The Sunset.” The names of all those who had 
passed on during the year were read. 
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The Associational Sermon was delivered by the Rev. Walter Loomis of the 
First Baptist Church, Norwich. This was a challenging address. The speaker called 
the attention to the fact that this is no time for Christians to be spectators but actors 
in a warfare against sin. He also emphasized the need of every Baptist entering whole- 
heartedly into the Crusade of Evangelism. 

After the closing hymn, the benediction was offered by the Rev. J. J. Allen, 
former Pastor of the First Baptist Church of New London. 

The meeting of the Permanent Ordaining Council was called at the close of 
one session. The Rev. Charles F. Banning, presiding and Rev. John A. Swetnam, 
Secretary. Business before this body was the receiving of two letters from Churches 
of Stonington Association asking admission into the New London Association. It was 
moved that we recommend the Association to accept the following two Churches, The 
First Baptist Church of Mystic, and the Poquonock Bridge Baptist Church. 

Then followed the election of officers and it was voted to re-elect the same 
officers for another year. 

Dinner was served by the ladies of the church. 

The afternoon session opened at two o’clock with an organ prelude by the 
Church organist. 

The Moderator presided and the devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. Louis Shepler of the First Baptist Church of Mystic, who spoke on the "Need 
of Repentance within the Christian Church.” The speaker said, "We are fast returning 
to paganism and there needs to be a returning back to God and the Bible.” 

Rev. Loomis spoke briefly on "Stewardship” which he said was essential to a 
thriving Church. This was followed by a report of the Nominating Committee given 
by the Rev. J. J. Allen. 

The Moderator for the coming year, the Rev. Herbert B. Francis, Vice-Moderator, 
Rev. Walter Loomis, Secretary and Treasurer, Rev. John A. Swetnam. 

The report of the Trustees was then given by Mr. Fred Beckwith of Niantic 
and a discussion followed with regard to the Rising Fund. 

It was moved and seconded that the Rising Fund be accepted and placed on 

file. 

The report on resolutions was given by the Rev. U. S. Grant Sension and the 
report of the Permanent Ordaining Council was. accepted with regard to welcoming 
two churches of the Stonington Association into the New London Association. 

Special music was then given by Mrs. Phillip Chamberlain and Harold Hayes, 
who sang a duet. This was followed by a welcome to new pastors which included the 

Rev. Louis Shepler of Mystic, Rev. A. Copieland of Niantic, Rev. Samuel Bean of 

Lebanon, Dr. Merle H. Mason of New London. 
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Then followed the Convention Hour in charge of Dr. William Sale Terrell 
who gave us a picture of the harmony that is existing in the State Office entitling his 
address, "It’s All In A Day’s Work.” 

Rev. E. H. Tuller of the State Office also gave a short address on "Youth Invest- 
ment In Christian Life Service.” Mrs. Hardger of Lebanon, the State Convention 
Children’s Worker, spoke briefly and Miss Fay Bigwood of the State Office was in- 
troduced as a young people’s worker in the field of Evangelism. 


Rev. Kenneth Cooper, director of the Town and Country Churches, also spoke. 


Miss Esther Davis of Chicago, brought a stirring message on the "Great Need 
of Christian Friendliness in America.” The closing prayer was given by Dr. C. 
Banning. 

Supper was served by the ladies. 


The evening service opened promptly at seven o’clock with the Moderator in 
charge, Rev. Herbert Francis who introduced the Rev. and Mrs. Hubert Swetnam 
who presented a thirty minutes musicale, which included piano solos and vocal solos 
by Mrs. Swetnam. There was a large attendance present, especially young people. 

This was followed by the Crusade of Evangelism Rally in charge of the Rev. 
Tuller who introduced Miss Fay Bigwood who described her work in a most fascinating 
way in dealing with the young people in the field of Evangelism. 

The Rev. William Millar of Noank, director of the Baptist Youth Forum, 
spoke on the care, preparation and courage needed for Young People to work in the 
field of Evangelism. 


This was followed by several reports and an invitation from the Lebanon 
Baptist Church to meet with them as an Association in 1948. The invitation was 
accepted. 

This was followed by a youths male quartette under the direction of Harold 
Hayes, and the installation of the new Moderator, Rev. Herbert B. Francis. 


The speaker, Dr. Wesley Huber, Secretary of the New England Evangelistic 
Association, was introduced and he took for his topic, "Who Are These Folks That 
Are Called Christians.” This was an inspiring message. 

Prayer was offered by the Moderator and the Association stood, adjourned until 
next year.

Minutes of the Stonington Union Association 
Held at the Moosup Baptist Church 
Wednesday, June 11, 1947 

The One Hundred Seventy-Fifth annual meeting of the Stonington Union 
Association was called to order' by the Moderator, Mrs. F. L. Kanahan of Jewett City, 
at 10:00 a.m., in the Moosup Baptist Church on Wednesday, June 11, 1947. 

Miss Doris I. Bishop opened the service with an organ prelude and the Rev. 
Wm. H. Talbot of Jewett City, led the morning devotions. 

The address of welcome was given by the Rev. G. Wilson Young, pastor of 
the entertaining church and a gracious response was given by the Moderator, Mrs. F. 
L. Kanahan. 

The Moderator appointed as a Nominating Committee: Rev. Louis J. Shepler, 
Mr. Edwin M. Gray and Rev. G. Wilson Young. 

The Business Session began with the Treasurer, Mr. Irving H. Poppe, of 
Groton Heights Church, reporting a balance on hand of $ 169.99 . The Treasurer of 
the Widow’s Fund, Mr. Charles O. Ryon of Stonington, submitted a written report 
showing a balance of $5,691.81 ($4,000.00 of this amount is invested in U. S. Savings 
Bonds, Series G.) . The Auditor, Mr. William H. Davis of Noank, reported both of 
these accounts to be in order. The reports were received. 

The Rev. Gordon Northrop of Stonington had been elected Clerk. He had left 
the Association and the Rev. William Millar of Noank had been appointed Acting 
Clerk by the Moderator. Mr. Millar read the report of the 1946 meeting and these 
minutes were accepted. The Letters from the Churches were read by the Clerk and 
the Rev. Elmer G. Page of Old Mystic. 

The Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper, of our State Staff, asked permission to speak. He 
requested the local pastors to give one Sunday during the summer to the First Baptist 
Church of North Stonington. The pastor, Rev. Nicholas Shepler, and his family were 
the victims of a vicious attack and will be hospitalized for some time. The Church 
has suspended services but is sending the Pastor his weekly salary. In conjunction with 
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this, the Rev. Mr. Tholen of Groton told that a fund had been begun to aid these 
friends. A committee from the Association composed of Mr. Tholen, Mr. Page and 
Mr. Young will communicate with each Church in the Association and ask that gifts 
may be given from the Fellowship Fund to help these friends. 

The Association offering was taken by Rev. William ,H. Talbot and Mr. Frank 

Smith. 

The Rev. Elmer G. Page reported for the Obituary Committee and there were 
twenty-five deaths this yar. The oldest member was 91. She was Mrs. Mary Briggs 
of Mystic. Mr. Page read the names of those who had gone to be with the Lord 
and then led in a prayer of memoriam. 

This year the Annual Sermon was omitted. Dr. Terrell was asked to direct 
our thought in a Communion Meditation and then we met together around the 
Lord’s Table. The Rev. G. Wilson Young administered the Ordinance of Holy Com- 
munion and he was assisted by four of his fellow pastors who served as deacons. 

The Association adjourned for dinner. Here we had another delightful hour of 
fellowship and a delicious dinner served by the Ladies of the Church. The Rev. Sargis 
Matson of Torrington spoke for a moment and invited the delegates to visit the 
literature display which he had set up as a representative of the Publication Society. 

The meeting was re-convened for the afternoon session. Miss Bishop opened 
with an Organ prelude and then the devotional service led by the Moderator. Dr. 
Terrell introduced the missionary speaker, the Rev. R. W. Schaeffer, formerly a mis- 
sionary in West China and now associated with the A.B.F.M.S. in New York. His was 
indeed a stirring challenge for continued missionary effort. 

In the State Convention Hour, Dr. Terrell presented members of the Staff: 
Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper, Town and Country Work; Miss Hazel L. West, Children’s 
Work and Rev. Edwin H. Tuller, Assistant Secretary and Director of Religious Educa- 
tion. Mr. Tuller is also Director of the Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism 
and this was the major emphasis made by each of these members of the State Staff. 

The afternoon session was opened with the presentation of new Pastors. The 
only one in attendance was the Rev. William H. Talbot of Jewett City. The Moderator 
made the presentation for he is also her pastor. 

The Place of Next Meeting, the Date of Next Meeting, was not fixed because 
discussion on the matter of the Alignment of the Association has not been completed 
and it was not known which churches would be affiliated with the New London or 
the Ashford Associations by next year. The Date and Place of next meeting may be 
determined by the executive committee before next June. 

The report of the Nominating Committee was accepted and the Clerk was in- 
structed to cast one ballot and the officers were declared elected. 

The Clerk noted that on Sunday, June 1, an Ordination Council, composed of 
two delegates and the Pastor of each of the Churches in the Association, met at the 
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request of the First Baptist Church of Sonington to examine their Pastor, the Rev. 
Lincoln H. Barr. The Council unanimously recommended that the First Church 
proceed with their plans for Ordination. 

The charge for the dinner was sixty cents. It was voted that we reimburse the 
host church the amount necessary to defray the expense of this excellent dinner which 
must have cost them nearly $1.00 per plate, the payment to be made from our Associa- 
tion Treasury. The motion was carried. 

Under Unfinished Business we came again to the question of Merger or Re- 
alignment of the Association. At the morning session, the Rev. Louis J. Shepler, 
Chairman of the Committee, had made his report. Each Church had been instructed 
to report their findings in the annual letter or to send one delegate empowered to 
express the opinion of the Church, to the Associational Meeting. A Roll Call of the 
Churches was made with the following results: 

The Churches which felt it advisable to unite with another Association ( either 
New London or Ashford) were: Union Baptist, Mystic; Groton Heights; 
Jewett City; Groton, First (Old Mystic) ; Stonington, First; Voluntown. 

The Churches which felt that they would go with the majority of their sister 
Churches: Moosup, Noank, Poquonock Bridge. 

The Churches which sought to maintain and remain in the old Association: 
Packerville, Preston City, Sterling Hill. 

The Churches which had no report: Clarks Falls, North Stonington, First; North 
Stonington, Second; North Stonington, Federated. 

There was much discussion and, we may say, a little confusion. Some of the 
above Churches definitely will seek admission in the New London Association. If a 
goodly number do this, it is likely that others will follow suit. Some felt that they 
had not had enough information on the subject whereas others had made a definite 
decision. The result was this: A motion by Rev. Louis J. Shepler: "Since the majority 
of the churches of the Stonington Union Association have voted to unite with the 
New London or Ashford Associations' — -be it recommended that each Church of the 
Association take whatever action it deems necessary.” Motion was carried. 

The business session ended when Rev. G. Wilson Young moved that we proceed 
with the program for the day. This motion was carried. 

The closing devotional address was given by the Rev. R. Dean Goodwin of the 
Home Mission Society. He sought to make us realize the substance of Faith, namely 
a day by day confidence that God is our Father. He too emphasized our great effort 
in the Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism. 

Closing Prayer and Benediction by Rev. G. Wilson Young and 1 then the 
Moderator declared the 175th annual meeting of the Stonington Union Association 
closed.
